Lake also loaned DeVinne a 
knife and that also was Immediately 
returned. 
The fact that DeVinne had 
borrowed a knife twice that dav was 
evidence that he had no knife at the 
time of the trouble. 
Mrs. DeVinne 
took the stand and swore that she 
searched the pockets of her husband 
uuon his return after tne fight. There 
was no knife in them. 
Her husband 
bad a Jackknife but he bad used it on 
the morning of the fatal day to clean 
fish and left it at home svhen be went 
to the village. 
The prosecution pretty 
fir-mly established the point that De- 
Vinne did not attack Schwenk with a 
knife, as he had none. 


Schwenk took the stand in his own 
behalf. 
He swore to the same story of 
the tragedy as related by Palen, tne 
horsetrader.
